Notwith- 
standing Ihe Indian women have all the 
fuel and bread to procure, and llio cook- 
ing lo perform, tlinlr lask Is piobably 
not harder limn lhat of while women, 
who have tlmso articles provided for 
them ; and their cares certainly aro not

Thuir live 
weie u continual round of pleasures 
Tholr Wiinti were few, and ra.slly satla 
lied ; thi'ir cures were only fur to-day 
Iho bounds of llieir calculations for fu 
Itiiocoinfoit not extending to Iho In 
calculable uncertainties of to morrow 
If pence over dwelt wUh men, u \vm |,, 
former limes, In Iho recesses from war, 
iimongst what aro now termed barbar- 
ians. Tho moral char.icter ot 
1 tho In- 


ilians waa uncontiimimileil, Their fidel- 
ity was perfect, and became proverbial; 
they were strictly honest; Ihey despised 
deception and falsehood ; chastity -vns 
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down Iho Ohio liivcr, arriving at night 
ut a smnll Seucun Indian town, at llio 
mouth ot ii small river, called by lhe 
Indiana "Sliu.uan.jeo," where liny re- 
sided. Aruiylng their ountlva in n suit 
ot Indian clolhing, "all now, and very 
clean and nice," they took her lo Iheir 
wlgwiini, und ul onco proceeded, by 
loriiuil ceremonies of a vury Hffeclliig 
(ind Improssivo aharacter, in which all 
Ihu bijuaws of Iho lowu toolc purl, lo 
adopt hor as a member of their fiuiilly 
and of their tribe. As such sho was 
ever afterwards recognized and treated. 
Shu received then the name of "Blck.e- 
wiunis," which, being 
iiiteriirolod, 


means "a pretty girl." 


Of her sisters by adoption, Mury Jem- 


is™ speaks in terms of llio highest rc- 
Kind. She says; "I was fortunate in 
falling into their htmda ; for they were 
kind, good-iiaturi'd woniou ; peaceable 
and mild in their dispositions; temper- 
ulo and decent in thi-ir habits, nmt wry 
loader and gcnllu lowards me. I have 
great reason lo resi>eot them. I was 
over considered and trailed by them as 


half as numerous, nor as groat. • In the 
auinmer season wo planled, tended and 
harvested our corn, and generally had 
all our children wllh us; but hud no 
master to oversee or drivn us, so Ihul 
wo could work as leisurely us we pleased. 
We performed tho whole process of 
planting aud hoeing wilh u small tool 
Hull losumbled a hoc with u voiy' short 
handle. 
Our cooking consisted 
in 


[Winding our corn inlo sump or homi- 
ny, boiling our hominy, making now 
ami Iheu a cako und bilking it iu the 
ashes, and m boiling or 'roasting our 
venison. As our ocoklng and eatlug 
utensils consisted of u hominy block 
mid poallu. a small kettle, a knife or 
two, and n few vessels of bark or wood, 
It required but littlo time lo koop them 
In order for use. In iho season for 
hunting il was our business, lu addition 
to our cooking, to bring home the game 
that was taken by ihe Indiana, dress It, 
carefully preserve lhe eatable meat, And 
prepare or dress tho skins. Ourclolh- 
Ing was fastened together with strings 
of deer skin, and tied with lhe same. 
In Unit Banner wo lived, without any 
ot those' joaloiLsios, quarrels and re- 
vengeful uattlos between families and 
Individuals, which liuve been common 
in the Indian tribes since llie introduc- 
tion of ardent spirits amongatahom." 


Tho different Indian tribes, as u rule, 


hold In high veneration, and a violation 
of il waa considered sacriloga. They 
were temperate in their dealics, moder- 
ato In tliBir passions, and candid iindi 
honorable in Hie expression of their sen- 
llmonts on cvoiy subject of impor- 
tance." 


This is high eulogy, coming loo from 


one fully qualified to speak from per- 
sonal knowledge, and dm experience of 
nearly seventy yours familiar inter- 
course. If the Indians me not now 
what Ihey oncii were, if Uioy have fallen 
anddegonumtetl, whoso fault Is il't 


Afler Um closn of the war with the 


French, Iho English authorities made 
Um hnmnna eHort to restore lo their 
lelatlvcs all white captives In tho hands 
of the Indiana. To llii's end Uioy offer- 
ed a bounty to any one who would bring 
any cnuliv* to a military uogi. This 
offer quickened Iho cupidity ot a stroll- 
Ing Dulchmiui, John Van Sicu by name, 
who had tecome acquainted wllh and 
partaken of tho hospitality of Mary 
Jemlson. Ho mado known his iulcn. 
lion to take her lo Niagara, mid get the 
promised bounty. To propose to do is 
ono thing, to accomplish Is imolher, as 
this Impecunious Dutchman found out 
to his surprize. Thli, ia wliat.lhe rcso- 


uwat-grand-chllrtren, all living in the 
neighborhood of thcGeneseo Jliver and 
al Buffalo. 


Wilh llio penco tlmt folloved tlio 


closo of the Revolution, whilo traders 
inlioducod the use of urduil spirit, 
among tho Indians, a cause of sore nl. 
diction to Mary Jemlson. ,S'ie says: 
"To llie introduction and uso of thai 
baneful article, which has made sudi 
devastation In our lilbes, and thrcalens 
lhe I'xlinclitm of our people, I can with 
the Kiualesl propilaly imputo Um wholo 
of my misfortune in losing my thrco 
KOIII." All of her sons met wilh a vio- 
lent death. Thomas was killed In j i j j 
Jessu in 1M» ; both by their brother 
John.

With him she lived in happy 
wedlock for forty-eight years, and bore 
lo him six children, four daughters and 
two sons. Ho died in 1811, when he 
was one hundred'and three years old.

CLOVER Al A XMOVATOX. 


A Minnesota furmcr says lliu'bcal 


fitrineiM of Minnesota nre beginning In 
renovate tlidr lime] by plowing in 
clover. They sow Hie seed in Spring 
wit!i Sjirinp; wheat; llic next Spring It 
makes u lieavy growth tlwt la plowed In 
wlicn in blossom ; the land 19 fallowed 
Hie rest of the season and wheat sown 
HID next, Spring. Pi notice lias shown 
that onu crop of clover manures for 
three crops of wheat; thus, by growing 
and ploughing In clover one year in 
every four, the land can be kept in good 
condition for glowing wheat. He also 
stales Unit it is the custom of Imarket 
gardeners in tlm vicinity of Western 
cities to use large quantities of manure, 
as it can be had for the carting, but as 
it ia very sliawy-straw being so abun- 
dant at the West—they draw it hoiao, 
pile It, and let it rot fora season, before 
using it; but one enterprising gardener 
8<iid that be had proved by experience 
that be could keep bis vegetable land in 
Komi condition by growine clover and 
plowing it In cheaper thnn ho could by 
drawing and handling manure, which 
coit nothing at the stable. A crop of 
clover one >ear In three, followed by 
tallow for tbo rest of the season, which 
helps to clear the land from weeds, Is 
the most economical way lie lias found 
t» fertilize for and cultivate market 
K,,rileii vegetables.

>ie)3 a bushel of shelled corn. With 
three ears upon a stalk of this diameter 
it is evident that the product will be at 
least double that of the larger wired 
variety. In »«,djU()n to thig gttln, the 
stalk of the smaller variety la not so 
coarse, and nay Iw nearly all coaanmed, 
and the eais are ItolUr fitted for feeding 
whole, or for cultinK into chaff toKotlier 
with the stalks. These itemsshould all 
w> taken mto ace juntin determining to 
what end we slull direct our efforts. In 
the improvement of this, the most valu- 
able of all our crtivs.-Amcrimn Ayri.
